About a decade ngo the motor- 
car industry in the United States 
was in a bad way. The market 
was dwindling, No-one was buy- 
ing. Everyone who could afford 
to buy a motor had one, and the 
millions of people who wanted 
cars had neither cash nor eredit 
to buy them. The makers, there- 
Upon, went out and turned these 
inillions into buyers by adopting a 
xystem of long-term — credit. 
Depression left the industry, to 
return only when boom times led 
the manufacturers to oversull even 
this new and enlarged market 

In ‘a -recent Issue of the 
Magazine of Wall Strect, an indus- 
trialist’ proposes that _American 
producers of raw materials take a 
leat from the motor industry's 
honk and create new markets for 
themselves—not at home,’ this 
lime, but overseas. He shows 
that Poland, for example, needs 
raw cotton badiy but lacks” the 
credit wilh which te buy it; why, 
he asks, should not an American 
cotton growers’ co-operative group 
propose to deliver to Poland a 
year’s supply of cotton ut the 
current market price, under terms 
by which payment could be made 
in one to 10 or even 20 years? 
What is true of Poland is true of 
China, ‘Phe’ (ndvocate of = this 
plun predicts: that such action 
would boast cotton prices, open 
new markets and bring prosperity 
back to the cotton grower. Tho 
same thing, he adds, could be done 
with other raw materials such as 
wheat, copper and corn. In the 
end he believes that the risks 
inherent in auch a process would 
be overcome and the way back to 
world prosperity would be found. 
Much attention, has | been 
-nttractedto—the—plan—suggested; 
which from some standpoints 
seems: thoroughly sound, although 
there are critics who doubt its 
wisdom. One thing which is 
apparent about the present depres- 
sion throughout the world, how- 
ever, ia that it is cnused, not by 
scarcity, but by surpluses. There 
undoubtedly exist plenty of 
potentint customers -for the 
world’s .surplus goods, ‘ but ‘the 
great problem atthe moment {a to 
make it possible for them to buy. 
We henr much talk of over-pro- 
duction, but when the whole facts 
are analysed it becomes cloar that 
in respect of. many commodities 
the evil just now'is not so much 
over-production . as under-con- 
sumption, Whilst some countries! 
have far more than thoy need, 


others are in the opposite position. 
Thore $s something wrong with the 
syatom which permits such & 


}] situation. Long-term credits may 


be one way of overcoming the dif- 
ficulties, but an even more effec- 
tive means would by some world- 
wide move which would increuae 
the purchasing powers of those 
who now cannot afford to buy.

Hard hit by the slump and the 
decline of the tourist traffic, the 
French casinos have onee ayrain 
ippenled against the State tax. 

The tax is a variable one in pro- 
portion to profits, und rises to as 
much as 65 per cent. where the 
takings exceed 16,000,000 francs. 
On top of this the casinos have 
to'pay 2°10 per cent. tax to the 
municipality, 

At a mecting of deputies. re 
presenting. the pringipal towns 
interested, which.was held yester- 
dny, it was decided to ask the 
Government tq grant temporary 
relicf in the form of a one-third 
reduction of the State tax pending 
the passing of «a new law by 
Parliament. 

Should this request be refused 
the casinos threaten to close. 
This would involve a loss to the 
Treasury of over £1,000,000 
annually, not to mention the effect 
on the season. 

The closing of the cnsinos,.it is 
pointed out, would discourage 
many foreign tourists anxious to 
amblo, who would be driven to 
German resorts or to Monte Carlo, 
where the: tax is only_ eight per 
vent, ‘ 

The falling off of the number 
of visitora to such well-known 
pluces as Le Touquet, Deauville, 
und La Baule, is in facet already 
marked this year, and the -sud 
case is quoted of a new and 
juxurious hotel, which was recent- 
iy put up at s famous plage at 
the cost of half a milllon pounds, 
and which, owing to lack of busi- 
ners, the proprietors have . been 
forced to offer unsuccessfully for 
£24,000.

In 
all parts of the city bronzed nayvies 
were digging meaningless holes In 
the ground, usually in the middle of 
an busy street, and throwing the 
traffic into exquisite confusion. 
London all over again only more 80. 

It {a an ancient tag that New 
York will bea grand city when it 
is finished.. But to mo it looked as 
if they were rebuilding the place. 
The countless excavations, probed 
by fantastically shaped machines 
as woll as by the automatic hand- 
drills that Londonors love, resemble 
enormous craters. after a blasting 
tour de ‘force: ‘ 

A ‘New Yorker showed me scores 
of noble old houses, once occupied 
by the city’s richest and. rarest 
familles, which.are awaiting — des- 
truction in, order to give place to 
the modern sky scraper.

Twelve months and 
it is nll ended but the shouting. 

They give me sick headaches, be- 
cause 1 can never resist the temp- 
tation to lean back and gaze up- 
ward.

It is hard to be- 
lieve in. the artistic honesty of per- 
sons who ancer delicutely at the 
American aky-scraper, 

Apart from the holes in the 
ground, New York reminda me’ of 
London chiefly in the excellent be- 
haviours of [ts crowds. You can do 
anything with a New York crowd, 
except make it laugh. 


‘Grim Men, 


I missed here the: Londoner's 
habitual cheerfulness, and anima- 
ion. The average New Yorker 1s 
rather a solemn fellow. Even whoo 
he dances with a beautiful girl he 
sets his face as if he can remem- 
ber nothing but the fall in stocks. 

Everybody dances; In New York, 
if you can’t dance, you might. as 
well be dead. 

But the recrentive gaicties are 
mechanjsed, even in the theatres, 

'There is little gusto and only a 
moderate show of pep., Once at 
the Ziegficld Follies, whenI shout- 
ed in spontancous merriment at a 
knock-about’s comic turn, three 
rows of grim Americans turned and 
stared at me in genuine amaze- 
ment.

KAUSING BRINGS IN 
SURVIVORS. 


The Aberdeen fishing com- 
munity suffered xrentiy in the 
disaster which overtook fishing 
ficets off Lema Island during 
Wednesday's typhoon, at least 
forty-boats, with over a hundred 
aboard, having foundered. : 


_ Two other survivors returned 
to Aberdeen on Saturday, with a 
report that they had seen people 
marooned on falands beyond Yee 
Moon Shan snd on Tam Kan Is- 
Innd, another of the Lema Group. 
The same morning, ‘acting on a 
report received to the effect that 
there were atill other -survivors, 
the Harbour authorities sent. out 
the tug Kausing. 


It left at 11.30 
hours Jater was scouring the Is- 
lands of the Lema Group, By a 
constant sounding of its syren, it 
at length mannged to attract the 
attention of 19 shipwrecked junk 


am. and two 


people, who were marooned = on]: 


Yeochow, another of the Jarger fa- 
lets of the group, measuring three 
miles by on mile-and-a-half. A 


boat was despatched from the tug, 
returning with the survivors, who 
were glad of a men) and a rest in 
the Interval of returning to Hong- 
kong. They belonged to two junks 
wrecked in the typhoon, and had 
had very little to cat during the 
three days of their enforced stay 
on the island. 


The Kausing cruised about 
without further results, nd ot 
night fall it returned to Hongkong, 
where it arrived at 8.30. Two of 
the people it picked up were re- 
turned to their homes at Shauki- 
wan. The remaining 17, went to 
the Tung Wah Hospital, where 
they stayed for the night, return- 
ing to their homes in: Aberdeen 
yesterday morning. 


Some days must elapse before 
anything like a true estimate of 
the nuimber of junks and lives lost 
to this Colony, can be made. This 
is possible only by Wlowing a cer- 
tain time for craft making longer 
journeys and which may have 
survived ‘the: storm, to show © up, 
when .the number of missing vos- 
sels can be reckoned, 


In the menntime, ‘with the re 
turn of fairer weather, boats from 
Shaukiwan and . Aberdeen have 
fone out to jnvesligate on theic 
own account, and to reseue such 
other survivors who may_by good 
chance be found alive, One auch 
boat left Aberdeen yeaterday, tak- 
ing with it one of the two men 
who said they had seen shipwreck- 
ed people on Tam Kan Island.’
